SUMMARY OF NEWS. 

Tho mrioorolopcal forecast for thio district

In the Houao of Lords, tho Earl of Pctubrxako 
brought, up a motAAgo frorn tho Qowq in reply 
bo tho Addrciia. The Evidence in Criminal Canos 
Bill, which is to enable tho wife or bun bend of 
nn aocunod person to give evidence, wm rood a 
•ccond time. 

In the House of Comm on t, Mr. Bslfour moved 
WAorira of resolutions rotating to procedure, and 
designed to restrict the time devoted to Supplv. 
He admitted that the resolutions cloeely affcoUd- 
privaU) nn'DilM r» r but ho believed their effect, if 
adopted, ivould not be to diminish but to aug- 
ment the opportunities of private uicmbera. 
After Mr Bnlfcur’a ntntcmont the debate wns 
adjourned. The President of tho Board of 
Trade introduced tho Light Railway* Bill, which 
was received vritli general favour. The bill will 
provide for tbo formation of * Commission to 
rendcT nasifltar.ee to any prepay recommended 
local scheme which does not come into competi¬ 
tion with established lines. Tho Government 
popoee to supply one million sterling, partly 
by use in grants in aid of poor districts and 
partly to bo lent out on loons at 3i per rout, 
jo to rest. Bills relating to diaoaara of animak, 
Boyne navigation. miliUry maumuvreo, and con¬ 
ciliation in trade ditpnus wer? read a first time. 

Before the ExnmmerN of Bills at tho Standing 
Orders stage of tbo House of Commons, tho 
Sheffield District and Rotherham Tramways Bill 
has been reported dead. In tho case of tho 
Derby and Mhbouma Tramways Bill a non- 
eompliiinco with Standing Orders is reported. 

Three hundred persons m the Mansfield dis¬ 
trict arc said to have suffered ill effect* of a more 
or less Berio ub nature through partaking of a 
prepared food. 

Miners numbering about 1000 hands have 
Oooflod work at the AEorton Bywater, Silkotonc, 
and Haigh Moor Collieries. The outlook is 
gloomy. 

It is stated that tho Great Northern Railway 
Company directors have offered to the vicar of 
St. James’*. Doncaster, the sum of £5000 to¬ 
wards rebuilding tho schools which were des¬ 
troyed by fire.

THE SCHOOL BOARD INSPECTORSHIP. 

The appointment of the new School Board 
Inspector for Sheffield was yesterday made a 
strictly party question, and so, of comae, the 
chairman** nominee was carried. Wo do not 
aqv that Mr- Quine would not have boon elected 
if other teacbere had had a chance ; but, as 
a matter of fact, other teachers Imd no chance. 
The members of the School Board were as much 
outside the businea as the teachers were. 
Messrs. Coombs and Warner settled the matter 
between them. They, aud not tho School 
Management Committee, or the Board, went 
over the list of teachers, and decided who 
should be promoted. When they had decided, 
their party—some of whom disagreed with this 
method of selection, and one o l whom believed 
that Mr. Quine was not the most suitable man 
—went soLidly for them, and so this important 
appointment has been treated os a pieeo of 
patronage, a perquisite halved, apparently, be¬ 
tween the position* of the chairman of the Board 
and the chairman of the School Management 
Committee. If pablic bodies, popularly elected, 
are to degenerate into mere delegates of 
patronage to their chairmen, when important 
offices are to be filled up, we might jus* as well 
bo back in the old days of favonritiam and 
jobbery. Wo do not for a moment suppose that 
Mr. Coombs and Mr. Warner did not honestly 
bolievo that Mr. Quine was as well qualified for 
the office as anybody else. Perhaps they be¬ 
lieved he wns hotter qualified. The point is— 
What right had their particular belief to eettle 
the wholo matter f Had not other member* of 
tbe Board an equal right to bo consulted ? Had 
not other teschars *a equal right to be con- 
■dervd with Mr. Quin* f Mr. Warue*, who 
spoko at tho mooting with a &rac?fil modesty 
{os far as hi* unfortunate position would allow) 
and tho best of feeling. acknowUd^ad that tLere 
are several Sheffield teachers well qualified for 
tbo appointment^ and that he bad found it diffi¬ 
cult to moko a choice. Why, than, did bo not 
*&k his folio tv-members to help him P Why did 
bo not giro these teacher* an open chance P It 
is not enough to any, 44 1 conxidared everything 
and everybody before deciding." If that prin¬ 
ciple were allowable wo might aa well have a 
School Board consisting of a single member at 
ouce. Mr. Warner and Mr. Coomb# both tried 
to raise an obscuring dust by inflating that tbo 
appointment ought ti> go to a Sheffield teacher. 
Nobody who was not on their sido spoke to the 
contrary. Mr. Sandford and Mr. Richardson 
both would hare preferred to have aeon the ap¬ 
pointment thrown open to all teacheni every¬ 
where for compoLuon ; aud yet, with an ex¬ 
traordinary inconsistency, finding their pica for 
full competition set said#, they supported the 
opposite extreme—the selection of ooe candi¬ 
date only, by one Board member. We believe 
that the position taken up by tbo Libora! mem¬ 
ber* of the Board was a sound one, namely, that 
tho choice should be open to Sheffield teacher*. 
It is right that the * plotna ” at the disposal of 
tbo Board should l>o given to tho Board's 
teacher*, if there or# suitable recjpmnta ; and 
it it acknowledged that there were several, pro¬ 
bably not a few, teacher* in every way eligible 
for tbia office. Mr. Coomb*, who commented 
on our article of yesterday, a clipping of which 
be bold in bis hand, spoke aa though w# had 
advocated the advertising of tho post- Wo did 
nothing of tbe kind. Quite sufficient competi¬ 
tion would have been brought out by an intima¬ 
tion to the head teachers that the Board was 
prepared to com.idvr applications. Then, If tbo 
School Mauapoment Committee had considered 
those applications on their merits, neither tbe 
members of that committee nor tho teacher* 
would have bad tho feeling of boing overlooked 
and panted by, while ouo man on the commit t« i> 
arbitrarily picked out and promoted one man 
from among the teacher*. A good deal of tbe 
apeocb-making on tbe aide of the majority on 
tho Board was devoted to trying to find incon¬ 
sistency in tbe action of tbo minority of tho 
School Management Committee, on the ground 
that they would have bean satisfied if someone 
other than Mr. Quino hod been appointed. As 
we said yesterday, the question is not a personal 
ono, and ought not to be givon a party com¬ 
plexion. tVhoover hod been picked out by Mr. 
Coornbe or Mr. Warner, and thrust upon tho 
committee, without other teacher* haring a 
chance, or the Board having an opportunity of 
making a choice, the objcctiomkbleoeaa of the 
method would not have been lemoned. It is 
tho ono man government, tbo personal seixure 
of patronage, that wo object to. Tbe member* 
of tbo majority of the Board who stuck together 
and voted for thoir chairman’s nominee (for it 
is Mr. Coombs and not Mr. Warner who k 
really at the bottom of this transaction) know 
perfectly well in their hearts that the com*# 
they auactionod, namely, the appointment to an 
important public office oi ono man, without 
competition, through tbo personal preference of 
another man, is moat unsound and dangerous. 
Such a method of appointment must bo dis- 
coumging to teoebere, by m aking favour tho 
ground of promotion. It gives to ixulivsduaS 
direct power over public concerns which ought 
to be shared round a whole pubtio body. It 
humiliate* tbe School Board by treating its 
member* m nonentities. Wo thought yester¬ 
day this appointment might perhaps be de¬ 
scribed ns a M slip.*' Wc do not with to unduly 
press a point against the majority of the Board, 
but we cannot regard their action yesterday 
other than a determined peixiatcnce in a wrong 
course—st their party's call. 


SAVING TIME IN PARLIAMENT. 

The reform in Parliamentary procedure with 
regard to Committee of Supply, introduced yes¬ 
terday by Mr. Balfour, will cc.-tainly get the 
serious consideration which ho bcepoke for 
| it. The resolution proposed, while in Ha 
essence a revival of that familiar Parliamentary 
weapon tho guillotine, applies tbe implement 
to a totally new use in an altogether unexpected 
fashion. Supply bra hitherto, if curtailed at all, 
been curtailed pieermeal; Mr. Balfour proposes 
to terminate it absolutely after 20 days' discus¬ 
sion, and if any arrears of tbe various Estimates 
are left at ten o'clock on the twentieth day, they 
are to be carried straight to the vote. There 
is another main point in Mr. Balfour’s resolu¬ 
tion, of an importance hardly less than tbo 
limiting clause just mentioned. Instead of 
being taken as circumstances require. Supply 
will occupy eucb Friday—formerly a day de¬ 
voted to private members—until the twenty 
day* are completed. Tbe fifth of August is to 
be tbe night of the grand closure. Such are 
the leading features of the important and com¬ 
prehensive measure introduced last evening. 
The propo&al ha* tho advantage of a sterling 
principle a a it* foundation. This principle ri 
that the Uou^c of Commons should be u% 

prompt and efficient a business machine as pos¬ 
sible. Nowhere have breaches of tbe principle 
been more often perpetrated than daring Com¬ 
mittee of Supply. That bos been the harvest 
eewe o o of obstructionists. Insignificant details 
have been the subject of useless and intermin¬ 
able debates of inconceivable dnlneES.

Supply waa greedy in need of sweeping reform. 
Do thB new rules now before Parliament go far 
enough, or do they go too farP 
To each of tbe two main r ia nses of the scheme 
there is a weighty objection. Tbe weak point 
of tho arrangement l imiting the duration of 
Supply to 20 day* is that while it prevent* the 
undue prolongation of Committee of Supply as 
a whole, it take* no measures to curtail the dis¬ 
cussion of the parts. Time may thus be wasted 
on minor points during the early part of the 20 
days, and d isc u ss ion on more important matter* 
may afterwards be pressed into a space far too 
small, or perhaps bo crowded out altogether. 
This solitary final crasJs-of the guillotine, with¬ 
out any intermediary application of its edge, may 
decapitate a good many items m the Estimate* 
which by no means deserve so abrupt on execu¬ 
tion. Mr. Balfour last night endeavoured to 
excuso this fallacy by assuring the House that 
tbe Government would be careful to give prece¬ 
dence to tho more essential question*. Bit 
what questions are tho more essential is largely 
a matter of opinion, and a matter on which a 
considerable portion of the House may hold 
riewi different from thoso of the Government. 
The now measure, in brief, fails to secure that 
each portion of the Estimates will obtain jurt 
so much attention a* it requires, and no more. 
Here it may be said that tbo now rules do not 
go far enough. With regard to their other con¬ 
tra! point—the devoting of every Friday to Com¬ 
mittee of Supply—they perhaps go too far. 
Tuesdays and Fridays have been tbe recognised 
private members' days; but Tuesday has often 
been annexed by the Government, and Friday 
alone has remained in unofficial fianrla Accord¬ 
ing to th# proposed regulations, Friday is lost 
to the private member*, while Tuesday is as u>- 
securo as ever. Mr. Balfour has promised that 
due regard will be given to the interest* of pri- 
v*te member*. But such promises hare been 
given galore in former years, and have almost 
inevitably proved on inconvertible currency. It 
may be feared that the last state of tbo private 
members will bo wore# than the first. They 
have not always used tbe time bestowed upon 
them to the beet *dvantage; but that is no argu¬ 
ment for further intrusion upon their extremely 
narrow p re s e r v e s. 

In dealing with tbe first objection that hoi 
becu raised, th# Government might take a valu¬ 
able hint from their prcdeccasors. There wo* 
no limit during the loot Parliament to the time 
devoted to Supply as a whole; but, in oomptni*- 
tion for this, tbe Liberal Government had little 
haenalien in cutting abort the djeeuauon of tbe 
vinous parte. Tbe want of Mr. Balfour’s plan 
is a system of compartment#. A certain num¬ 
ber of days might be derated to each broach of 
tbe Estimates, enough to ensure thorough criti¬ 
cism, and too bttle to permit of peddling end irre¬ 
levant disputation*. bach a method could be 
c&rriod out without exceeding th# 9d day* 
limit, and would provido more ocpurmt# guidance 
in tbe manner of spending the penod within 
that limit. This system of compartment*, it 
may bo noted, is now advocated by Coaaervstivu 
organs, who, during Lord Rosebery 1 # Minister, 
fioroely disputed both its wisdom and its justice. 
Tbe suppression of trivialities con be effected by 
no rules of procedure; but e definite under¬ 
standing between the leader* on both aides, to 
disoountenonc* all useless amendments, paltry 
amendments, and fnvokxi* amendments, might 
have a wholesome result in preventing the time 
of the House being wasted by obstructionists or 
busy bodies of cither party. Coupled with 
some such arrangements as tbcee, the 20 days' 
limit would greatiy a*d in making the House of 
Commons a far leas cumbrous and far more 
workmanlike body. As regards tbe pnrate 
member*, they con hardly be expected to con¬ 
tent themselves with leu than a definite agree¬ 
ment with tbe wovernmeat that cortain fixed 
day* should be left undisturbed in thotr bands. 
Their grievance is % very old and a very awk¬ 
ward one, and Mr. Bslfour might take this 
opportunity to eet them upon a clearer and more 
certain footing. 


ANGLO-AMERICAN ARBITRATION. 

To-morrow is Ooorge Washington's birthday, 
and it hu been selected by the Internetionsl 
Bureau of Peace Associations as the day on 
which oil affiliated osaodetione throughout the 
world should pass simul t a n eo usl y resolutions in 
favour of international arbitration. Tbt Anglo- 
American crisis through which we have been 
pruning hu brought borne to the minds of many 
thousands of people who ore not connected with 
tbe Peace Association the neoessty for a better 
understanding between this country And the 
great English-speaking people on the other side 
of tbe Atlantic. We have been accustomed to 
regard the idea of war between England and 
America u so utterly absurd that common 
intermta and commonaense have been relied on 
a* the safeguards against hostilities of a warlike 
character. But during the put few months 
sr# have been brought faoe to foes with the 
disquieting fact that there is more than a remote 
possibility that tb# peace of tbe world may be 
so d^turbed that even sport from actual fight¬ 
ing untold danger to tbe prosperity of both 
nations may arise from a mere misunderstanding. 
A war between Great Britain and America would 
be worse than a diauter. It would be a crime— 
a hideous, trmtriadol slaughter of friends and 
kindred. Even wore war only declared, and 
it breams necessary that all men should return 
to their respec ti ve conn tries, thousands of people 
would bo commercially mined without a shot 
being fired. And yet we have seen that there 
is at present no aseunmet that such eventualities 
may not arise. Politician* and statesmen oame 
and go, and the mistakes or the prejudices of 
statctfxpea on either side might at any moment 
bring about such bad feeling that national pros¬ 
perity would bo grievously injured before 
common sens* came to the reecue; or, indeed, 
things might go so for that bloodob-d could not 
be avoided. On tbe heeds of thoee wbo aojght 
the quarrel would be the guilt—for we cannot, 
of coune, submit to aggrtwhon or unreasonable 
demand#—bat on tbe people of both countries 
would fall the misery and the suffering. Tbe 
interests of nil parties—to take no higher 
ground—demand a more substantial security of 
peace than now exists. It is high time that 
tbe Governments of the Doited States and 
Great Britain by formal treaty established arbi¬ 
tration as tbe method of concluding all 
ddlercuces, which may fail of settlement by 
diplomacy, between the two Power*. It has 
been proposed that the people of all cities and 
towns in the United States should, at their 
meetings to celebrate tbe birth of Washington, 
or at special meetings called for tbe purpose, 
pass resolutions m favour of arbitration, and it 
has also been suggested that the people of Great 
Britain should also hold meetings with a ami la* 
object. 

*«o time could be more opportune for th# ap¬ 
peal which has been issued by the advocates of 
peace*. Wo have ju*t had a notional upheaval 
of feeling almost amounting to a war scare, bat 
having demonstrated our readiness at a nation 
to unk party d iffer ences in defence of tbe welfare 
of tbe Empire, we may now be said to hav? 
calmed down to a reflective consideration of what 
bos happened and erf what may happen in the 
remote future. The sensible meu and women 
of the nation know well that war is something 
more then a theme for patriotic songs and after- 
draw speeches It does sot begin aud end 


a rifle or looked upon the carnage of a battle¬ 
field. Its horror* ore known all too well in tbe 
peaceful h ome st eads, to the sorrowing parent* 
robbed of stalwart sons, to the widows and 
orphans of men wbo have fallen, and to the poor 
wrecks who have returned to their ooantry rides 
with shattered constitutions, worn out by the 
ravages of famine and fatigue inseparable from 


sentimental picture. The bravest soldier in the 
land will not deny its reality. Tbe best men 
of all nations deplore war, and we are daily told 
that the great object of being pr epared for war 
is that wo may thus ensure peace. If the fact 
of a nation bring prepared for war is to be taken 
os a security for peace, how much greater would 
be that security if the moral force of tbe two 
most powerful nations in existence were brought 
to bear upon the affairs of the world. An offen¬ 
sive and defensive dlionce between Crest Britain 
•ind America is not the immediate object of tho 
movement under notice, but the object aimed at 
is scarcely less far-reaching in its moral influence. 
There can bo no peace among men so long as 
two nations allied in language, in literature, and 
with a common basis of cmhmtioo are kept 
asunder by tbe possibility of international strife. 
Allied as two Power* with a settled determina¬ 
tion that arbitration shall supersede war for the 
settlement of disputes nod differences, we shall 
set on example to the world which the wise and 
rational leaden of thought in other eountrios 
will yearn to emulate. With the Engiuh- 
tpeakicj nun rests the responsibility of hiding 
tho way, and w# trust that minister* of the 
Gospel, titiseoa of light and leading, and men 
of social or commercial standing will deem it a 
moral doty to organise meetings within the next 
few weeks, so that from public gathering? in 
England may go bods to America a rupoaure 
note of brother!y peace, re-echoing all that is 
best and nobkst in tbe resolutions which ore 
to be submitted to th# titiaens of tbe States on 
tho birthday of ooe of tho greatest men that the 
world has ever produced
